CHANGES ARE FAVORED 
IN BOND ISSUE LAWS 


Charter Committee Wants 
Two-Thirds of Those Vot- 
ing to Decide Election. 
“Baby Bond” Plan Also 
Recommended. 


If the plan of Councilman Claude 
Ashley, as approved by a majority of 
the members of the charter revision 
committee of council Monday after- 
noon, is adopted aldermen and council- 
men will be permitted to retain their 
respective offices justaslong as their 
desire to hold such positions coincides 
with the wishes of the majority of 
voters. Changes in the city’s bond is- 
gue laws so that two-thirds of the vote 
cast would carry a bond election, and 
changes in street paving laws to place 
this work on a cash basis were also 
recommended. 

Councilraan Ashley’s ordinance aims 
to eliminate the constitutional and 
charter restriction that now limits the 
service of aldermen and conuncilmen 
to two successive terms, but would 
permit them to hold office from term 
to term indefinitely if the voters so 
expressed themselves at the polls. 

In speaking in support of the change 
Councilman Ashley said he believed 
that it takes at least two years for a 
councilman or elderman to become fa- 
mililar enough with the city govern- 
ment to be of any use to their con-

Prevents Political Machine. 

Councilman Dillon argued that the 
present arrangement of limiting the 
activities of councilmen and aldermen 
to two terms each prevented them from 
building up a political machine that 
would enable them to graft on the 
public funds and called attention to a 
number of northern cities where graft 
charges had been made and sustained 
in which there are no restrictions on 
the number of terms a councilman or 
alderman may serve. 

The matter will be taken up at the 
mext meeting of council, where it will 
no dowbt arouse a great deal of dis- 
cussion, but it iss supporters believe it 
will receive a favorable vote and the 
state legislature will be asked to have 
the constitution so amended that all 
restrictions as to the length, of service 
ef the city’s law-makers will be re- 
moved. 

Another change proposed for the city 
charter, which received the favorable 
support of the charter revision com- 
mittee, calls for a physical examina- 
tion of all applicants for a salaried 
position under the civil service of the 
city government unless they sign a 
“waiver to the effect that in case of 
physical disability they will not de- 
mand a pension from the city. This 
ordinance also specifies that any em- 
ployee who was over 35 years of age 
at the time he began working for the 
city shall not be placed on the pension 
list until he has been in the city serv- 
ice continuously for twenty-five years, 
and adds other restrictions to prevent 
the city’s pension list growing to a 
point where it would be a drain on the 
city to pay the pensioners. 

f council agrees with the charter 
revision committee the state legisla- 
ture will also be asked to grant the 
city the right to have its bond-voting 
laws so changed that two-thirds of the 
votes will carry or defeat a bond issye 
measure instead of the present plan, 
which requires two-thirds of the reg- 
istered voters. 

The proposed ordinance to alter the 
city charter so that a municipal coal 
yard could be established by favorable 
action of the mayor and city council 
was voted down and will be adversely 
reported to council. 

Street Paving Laws. 

Favorable action was taken on the 
roposed ordinance to ask the legis- 
ature to grant the city permission to 
amend its street paving laws so that 
when the majority of property owners 
along any street petitioned the city to 
have the street paved or the paving 
renewed, the city could authorize that 
the work be done, contract for same 
and pay the contractor cash, thus re- 
ducing the cost of the work over the 
present system under which the con- 
tractor is paid in three annual instal- 
ments for his work. | 

The plan was drawn by Councilman 
Nutting, who calls it the “Baby bond” 
plan. He proposes that the property 
owners pay one-tenth of the cost of the 
work in cash and pay the city in ten 
annual installments for the remainder 
of the work. The city will then pay 
the contractor one-tenth of the cost 
in cash and issue negotiable bonds, 
equivalent to cash, for the remainder of 
the work, these bonds to carry interest 
not to exceed 6 per cent and be re- 
deemable in ten years. 

The revision committee also took fa- 
vorable action with reference to the 
proposition to change the city’s civil 
service list to permit of Jeff Wright 
being ven the title of in -in 
the po service. He is now superin- 
tendent of the police signal system, but

Washington, April 8.—(Special.)—As 
a result of the war department’s plan 
to do away with all tented camps after 
the present exodus of men, Camp Gor- 
don will be doubled in capacity and 
will be made a two division training 
camp for selectmen, it was learned here 
today from an authoritative source. ' 

Camp Gordon and Camp Jackson, at 
Columbia, will-be used as concentration 
points for assembling soldiers and sup- 
plies before embarkation, it is stated, 
and the present barracks construction 
at Gordon will be run at least a mile 
further north in the direction of Dora- 
ville. 

War plans are, of course, frequently 
changed overnight to meet changing 
conditions, but it is believed that -pro- 
posed plans affecting Camp Gordon will 
not be altered. 

In connection with the plan to do 
away with tented or national guard 
camps it is highly probable that this 
means the abandonment of Camp 
Wheeler at Macon. 

Some of these national guard camps, 
it is true, will be utilized under re- 
For instance,-- 


while other national guard camps will 
have aetiaienp ide hospital units. Some 
such use may be found for the Macon 
camp, but nothing to this effect has 
been yet announced, as has been done 
in the other cases. 

The war department has decided, 
however, that in so far as possible sol- 
diers shall not be forced to spend an- 
other winter under tents.

Stirring Speech, in Which 
Cruelty of Germans to 
Captured Women Is De- 
picted, Made by Dr. Esther 
Clayson Lovejoy.

“There is only one thing worse than 
death for a man—to live to be old with- 
out having done anything worth while; 
but for a woman to live to be the moth- 
er of a Hun and the grandmother of a 
generation of Huns is worse than a 
million deaths—it is a living death.” 

With this statement and similar ones 
gathered from her experience at the 
receiving station of the American Red 
Cross at Avignon, France, Dr. Esther 
Clayson Lovejoy for two hours Mon- 
day held spellbound her audience gath- 
ered at the Winecoff hotel, compossd 
of the representatives of the eighty 
Red Cross chapters in the southern di- 
vision. ' 

The luncheon at which Dr. Lovejoy 
spoke was the social feature of the 
sixth conference of thirteen district 
conferences. . 

Lee Ashcraft as local head of the 
Red Cross introduced Wilkes Wamboldt, 
division campaign director, who spoke 
briefly on the campaign plans. Mr. 
Wamboldt was followed by Frank J. 
Resler, campaign director for the state 
of Georgia, who expressed confidence 
in the coming drive. 

Dr. Lovejoy Speaks. 

Dr. Guy E. Snavely, director of the 
bureau of development for the south- 
ern division, then introduced the prin- 
cipal speaker, Dr. Lovejoy, one of the 
leading physicians of the west, her 
former home being Portland, Oregon. 
Dr. Lovejoy was sent to France by the 
American Red Cross to investigate con- 
ditions of women and children there, 
and was placed at the receiving sta- 
tion of the Red Cross at Avignon. 

“At this station,’’ stated Dr. Love- 
joy, “all the culls of the German mil- 
itary system are received.

BROWN IN CHARGE 
OF PUBLIC HEALTH 


U. S. Surgeon Relieves Dr. 
R. M. Grimm, Who Has 
Done Splendid Work 
Here — New Commander 
Outlines Plans. 


Dr. Benjamin W. Brown, a surgeon 
in the United States public health serv- 
ice, has arrived in Atlanta to 
assume command here, relieving Dr. 
R. M. Grimm, the past assistant sur- 
geon, who has been in command since 
the opening of the federal health of- 
fice last August. 

Dr. Brown comes to Atlanta from 
Charlotte, where he has had charge of 
the public health service about the 
zone of Camp Greene, and where he 
accomplished a most effective work 
toward making the city safe for the 
soldiers and the city citizens of the 
North Carolina city. 

Dr. Brown commends the great work 
that Dr. Grimm has already accom 
plished in Atlanta, and expresses the 
hope that he will be allowed to re- 
main in the Atlanta office, although 
nothing has been indicated by the 
treasury department yet concerning Dr. 
Grimm and his location in the future. 

Safe for Soldiers. 

In a short talk with a reporter Mon- 
day afternoon Dr. Brown said that it 
would be ‘his purpose to make Atlanta 
@ place absolutely safe for the soldiers 
and for the people who live here. ‘“‘We 
are going to press a campaign here 
against disease that will not only 
make your city a safe place for the 
soldiers to visit, but that will educate 
your citizens to demand the improved 
sanitary and hygienic measures that 
we know to be best for the country,” 
said Dr. Brown. 

“We know that by eliminating the 
surface closet. that furnishes a breed- 
ing place for flies ang a source of in- 
fection from which humans are in con- 
stant danger, we will eliminate typhoid 
fever, dysentery and other diseases. 
Our men are working to do away with 
breeding places for mosquitoes and that 
will solve the problem of malaria, an- 
other great source of danger to the 
army, and we are vaccinating against 
smallpox and typhoid so that we have 
them well in hand provided the people 
will get behind the movement to rid 
the community of closets that are not 
fly-proof. 

“We are also interested in the social 
disease problem, which is one of the 
gravest menaces facing our army to- 
day, to say nothing of the serious 
aspect in regard to the home and busi- 


ness life. We are going to p on a 
campaign here against diseases of this 
nature, starting with an effort to edu- 
cate the people to cease the old-fash- 
ioned way of regarding matters of this 
kind unfit for public discussion.

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“FOR COUNTY ROADS 


This Sum Will Be Avail- 
able for Use in Improving 
Georgia Highways. Out of 
State Automobile Fund. 


Approximately $250,000 will be avail- 
able for use on the roads of Georgia 
counties this year out of the automo- 
bile fund of the state, according to an 
estimate announced Monday at the of- 
fice of Judge Henry B. Strange, secre- 
tary of state. 

Forms are going out this week to 
every county in the state whereon the 
commissioners of roads and revenues 
or the ordinary, as the case may be, 
will report to the secretary of state the 
actual number of miles vf roadway in 
each county. From these reports will 
be figured the fraction of the whole 
sum which will be avatlable for the 
roads of each county, the percentage 
of each county being in proportion to 
its rural road mileage. 

City streets are not included in these 
county reports and cities are not taken 
into consideration when apportion- 
ments from this fund are made. The 
report from each county will show the 
mileage of “public roads in said coun- 
ty, outside of cities and incorporated 
towns.” 

Together with the road report each 
county is asked to give the correct 
number of motor vehicles returned for 
taxation for the year 1917 as shown by 
the tax books of the county. And they 
must go further by signing this state- 
ment: 

“We further certify that to the best 
of our knowledge and belief, after in- 
vestigating the same, that 90 per cent 
of the motor vehicles in said county 
have complied with the law in regard 
to registering in the office of the sec- 
retary of state and have license num- 
bers for the year 1918 attached to their 
cars.” 

. This certificate, it is explained, is 
required by an act of the general as- 
sembly of Georgia, approved -Novem- 
ber 30, 1915, providing for the distribu- 
tion of the automobile fund among 
the various counties of the state.

Vice President May Speak 
Here in Interest of Third 
Liberty Loan on April 15, 
Massengale Wires.

While not definitely settled, it is 
probable that Vice President Marshall 
will speak in Atlanta on April 15 in 
the interests of the third Liberty Loan. 
St. Elmo Massengale, director of pub- 
licity, is now in Washington, and wires 
local headquarters to this effect. 

Results of the first two days’ work 
for the third Liberty Loan are such as 
to lead officials to believe that the 
sixth federal reserve district is going 
to roll up an oversubscription, which 
will mark an achievement of practical 
patriotism never before seen in any 
section of the country. 

Wile it is impossible to give out 
figures for the total subscriptions re- 
ceived by Monday night, owing to new 
methods of announcing suDscriptions, 
which have been adopted in Washing- 
ton, nevertheless it is safe to say that 
the required daily quota has been com- 
fortably exceeded to date. To secure the 
quota of $90,000,000, which has been set 
for this district, it will be necessary to 
receive subscriptions of $3,000,000 per 
day for each of the thirty days of the 
campaign. Many of the larger cities 
have not yet opened their active can- 
vass for sales and are not expected 
to until after this week. 

Week for Publicity. 

The plan adopted in Atlanta was to 
spend the first week in publicity work. 
The many posters which have been 
placed all over the city by the untiring 
and splendid efforts of the Boy Scouts, 
the newspaper advertising, and the 
speakers will have the first week dur- 
ing which to allow their arguments 
to sink in. Starting next week the 
corps of trained salesmen will make 
their effort and it is hoped to complete 
the city’s quota of $9,000,000 by the 
end of that time. 

This plan has been adopted in many 
cities and, therefore, no reports have 
been made from these points as to the 
total subscriptions. 

The two Liberty Loan exhibit trains 
are hard at work on their itineraries 
and reports from the officials in charge 
tell of the most gratifying results.

New York, April 8—(By Associated 
Press. From European Cables of the 
Day.)—Facing American, French and 
British troops strongly entrenched and 
well equipped for battle, the German 
army has for the moment given up its 
direct drive against Amiens. After 
utter repulse in his efforts to smash 
straight through to his objective, the 
enemy now is attempting a new 
maneuver which is intended to broad- 
en the field of action and reduce the 


menace of a counter offensive that  ~ 


would nullify all the gains made by 
the Teutons since March 21. 


FIRST STAGES 
OF NEW DRIVE. 


Reports from the battle line in 


Picardy disclose the first stages of 


this new German offensive aimed at 
either side of the salient in the allied 
lines. From La Bassee canal, in the 
north, to the sectors east of Laon, 
the great artillery forces of the enemy 
are thundering, with the bombardment 
deepening at places to the intensity 


of drum fire. 

The length of this front is approx- 
imately 120 miles North of Lens, east 
of Arras, along the new front running 
through Bucquoy, to Albert, south to 
Montdidier, and thence eastward past 
Lassigny and Noyon to a point far be- 
yond Chauny, the Germans are ham- 
mering the allied lines in an attempt 
to break the defenses and prepare them 
for the infantry assault which may be 
expected at any moment. 

On the western “elbow” of the salient 
in the allied lines the Germans are 
forced to fight up-hill. Their advance 
across the lower ground along the 
Somme, Ancre, Avre, and Lace rivers 
has carried them up to a parapet of 
hills which sentinel the road to Amiens. 
Attacks along this natural bulwark 
have netted the enemy only insignifi- 
cant gains at a horrible cost.

Five Government Yards to 

Be Established, Three of 
Them at Points in the 
South. 


Washington, April 8.—Fifty million 
dollars will be asked of congress to- 
morrow by Chairman Hurley, of the 
shipping board, for development of 
concrete shipbuilding. The plan is to 
establish at once five government 
yards, two on the Pacific coast and 
three in the south. 


Sites for the plants already are under 
consideration and will be announced 
shortly. The three in the south proba- 
bly will include one already planned 
for Wilmington, N. C. Transportation 
facilities and easy access to cement 
and sand will govern the selections. 


Tankers at First. 

The first vessels turned out by the 
government yards will be 7,500-ton 
tankers, both because of the shortage 
of oil carriers and because in the pres- 
ent stage of concrete ship development 
the board is more confident of success 
with the tankers than with general 
cargo craft. 

As yet, concrete ships are admitted 
frankly by experts to be “a gamble’ 
because the behavior of such a vessel 
under load in a heavy sea is unknown.

valueless. Then they are started on 
their three-day journey through Ger- 
many and: Switzerland, and are then 
dumped on France at Avignon. In the 
last three years 350,000 have passed 
into France; 750 children have come 
in one shipment. Trainloads of insane 
have been sent in at one time. 
Are Wonderful Women. 

“These women, these mothers, 
the most wonderful women in 
world. They speak with pride of their 
sons and husbands who have died 
deaths of honor on the battlefield; 
they speak with pride of the boys who 
are held in slavery behind the German 
first lines—but all speak hopelessly, 
with bowed heads, of their daughters 
who are held by the enemy—‘they will 
never come back, they will never come 
back.’ And these few words are only 
the echo of cry of their souls for their 
lost daughters. 

“The honored dead are not the mar- 
tyrs of war, and no nation can ever 
be conquered through her men and 
boys—but when a nation’s women, 
her young women, are held in 
bondage and the most ‘sacred right of 
civilization is violated as a part of 
the great Hun plan to infuse German 
blood throughout the universe, then 
and only then is there a chance to con- 
quer—for woman has born within her 
the instinct to protect her young—even 
though its father be a despised Hun. 
The horror of it! We cannot delay, we 
must put an end to this pagan curse 
forever—and do it soon. 

“Human tongue -cannot exaggerate 
the physical, mental, moral and spirit- 
ual suffering these repatriates have 
suffered. When General Pershing takes 
a German town, and he will before very 
long, I know he is going to say to these 
German women, ‘Remain in your 
homes and you will not be molested.’ 

Hold All Young Mothers. 

“It is interesting to note that the 
Huns hold all young women who have 
only one child under 8 years of age. 
The Germans are not famous for han- 
dling a delicate situation, but in this 
case they do use a little delicacy. The 
invaders are probably the fathers of 
these children.” 

“The children who come into the. re- 
ceiving station are generally stunted 
from lack of proper nourishment. 

“Give me liberty, or give me death’ 
is the feeling of every man, woman 
and child in France, Belgium and Great 
Britain today. 

“The American uniform means free- 
dom from German oppression. The 
American uniform means financial as- 
sistance. This the French are _ too 
proud to ask for themselves, but for 
their children they ask food and 
clothing. In fact, the American uni- 
form is very popular in France.” 

Dr. Lovejoy exhibited a “75” shell,

ocracy, and 90 per cent of these shells 
are manufactured by. women. Women 
are good fighters—even outside the 
home.” 

She also exhibited a child’s gas mask 
and a German shock helmet.

SUBSCRIPTION BY WILSON 
AT WASHINGTON THEATBR 


Washington, April 8.—When sub- 
scriptions to the third Liberty Loan 
were called for at a local theater 
here tonight, the first subscriber 
was President Wilson, who occupfed 
a box. Announcement that the 
president had taken $1,000 was fol- 
lowed by prolonged cheering. 


Washington, April 8.—Estimates of 
daily Liberty Loan subscriptions will 
not be given out during the campaign 
by national, district or local headquar- 
ters, under instructions ifesued tonight 
by Secretary McAdoo. Instead the 
treasury will gather from each federal 
reserve bank figures on subscriptions 
actually filed with them, together with 
receipts from the initial 5 per cent pay- 
ment, and a tabulation of these will be 
made public each day. Local commit- 
tees may compile similar reports of 
subscriptions turned into local banks, 
and give out the results. 

This method of supplying informa- 
tion on the .day-by-day progress of 
the local campaign, adopted today by 
the treasury after long discussion, is 
intended to prevent the publication of 
inaccurate estimates which might not 
be borne out by actual subscriptions. 
Secretary MoAdoo requested newspa- 
per and Liberty Loan committees to 
observe the new rule. 

Statement by McAdoo. 

Over the telephone from Richmond, 
Va., where he made hig first Liberty 
Loan speech on a southern tour, the 
secretary authorized this statement: 


“In order to remove the risk of in- 
accurate information and of over-san- 
guine and misieadin estimates con- 
cerning the amount of subscriptions to 
the third Liberty Loan, no figures will 
be given out for some days, and then 
only figures as to the actual amount 
of subscriptions officialy filed with the 
federal reserve banks. The danger of 
relying upon optimistic estimates and 
unofficial subscriptions will thus be 
avoided. 

“This information will be made pub- 
lic beginning at an early date, wnen 
the department will be prepared to give 
accurate figures. After the plan has 
been developed, the federal reserve 
banks will report. to the treasury de- 
partment the amount of subscriptions 
actually filed, and those reports will 
be given out daily. The federal reserve 
banks will simultaneoulsly announce 
the amount of such subscriptions of-

vulsions. There may be other retreats. 
The allies will sell ground at a high 
rice and retire at many points. Their 
orce some time would seem to wear 
out the fury of the German attack as 
Petain wore it out at Verdun. Now 
yielding, now counter attacking, now 
standing firm, keeping the Germans oc- 
cupied, exacting tremendous sacrifices 
and waiting for the time when new 
armies and fresh reserves will permit 
the allies to take the offensive. 

All that is vital now is that there 
should not be a breach in ‘the allied 
lines and a new separation of the 
British and French armies. Even the 
fall of Amiens would be of minor im- 
portance now if this did not happen. 


Beginning of Another Verdun. 


We seem to be at the beginning of 
another Verdun, with greater stakes, 
vastly greater forces engaged and a 
far wider front involved—but the 
problem seems the same. The German 
has rushed into a salient and between 
the French and British armies. He can 
not hamper his way through at the 
pojnt of the salient, but must break 
down the sides, and so far all efforts 
have ended in complete defeat. 

As for the slight advance of the Ger- 
mans on Sunday, south of the Oise, 
this does not seem: to be a threat to 
Paris as was reported, but rather a 
retirement of the French line, made 
necessary by the German advance 
north of the Oise river. The French 
have straightened out their line and 
hold a strong position, while the char- 
acter of the country would seem to 
preconclude a German thrust south to- 
ward Paris along the east bank of the 
Oise river. The trué pathway to Paris 
lies west of the Oise, but it does not 
seem to be Paris that the German is 
thinking of just as the French armies 
are not his objective. He is éndeav- 
oring to separate the British and 
French armies and roll. the British 
back on Calais and Boulogne. But he 
is not meking any progress in this 
direction and has made no material 
waren since the end of the first 
week.

WHICH CAN BE SOLD 


. Through an advertisement published 
in the Atlanta papers and signed by 
the coal dealers of the city the At- 
lanta people are placed on notice that 
under orders promulgated by the fed- 
eral fuel administration dealers will be 
allowed to sell the poss only a cer- 
tain amount of coal, based upon the 
amount of coal necessary for the needs 
of the purchaser until Mareh 1,°1919. 

The orders, the dealers declare, al- 
}low the purchaser to lay in a supply 
of coal sufficient to meet his require- 
ments up to the date named above, 
but no dealer shall furnish anyone 
with coal or coke in excess of the 
quantity named. Heavy penalties are 
prescribed for violation of the orders. 

All consumers wishing to purchase 
a supply of coal must present to the 
dealer a certificate showing how much 
coal or coke he used last year under 
normal. conditions; how much coal or 
coke he now has on hand, and how 
much he needs to run him until March, 
1919. . 

Carload lots of coal are not to be de- 
livered to any consumer unless it is 
specially ordered by the ‘fuel adminis- 
trator. 

These new rules have been made, 
say the dealers, in order that fuel dis- 
tribution may be more uniform, and 
that a shortage may be averted next 
winter.

MISS SMITH’S RESIGNATION. 


Typical as it is of the general regret oc- 
casioned by the voluntary retirement of Miss 
Laura M. Smith from her position as super- 
visor of the primary department of the At- 
lanta public school system, the expression of 
the negro teachers, appearing in another 
column of this page, is significant of the 
esteem in which Miss Smith is held by 
teachers, pupils and parents alike, of both 
races. 

Some time ago, with the view of reor- 
ganizing the primary department of our 
school system and putting it upon an up-to- 
date basis, the board of education canvassed 
the whole country in search of the most 
competent woman to be found for that work. 

It happened to find at the University of 
Chicago precisely the woman warited. And 
it happened that she was a Georgia woman— 
a graduate of the Georgia State Normal 
school at Athens. Subsequent to her gradu- 
ation she entered the service of her alma 
mater as a teacher, where she made such a 
splendid record that she was taken to Chi- 
cago. Her name is Miss Laura M. Smith. 

She came from Chicago to Atlanta and 
took up the work of reorganizing our pri- 
mary department, revolutionized it, display- 
ing heart, interest, skill, ability, proficiency 
in every move she made. 

But never at any time did she receive 
aid or encouragement from the finance com- 
mittee of council, that body, in fact, refus- 
ing her even the clerical and office assist- 
ance that she required, and, out of a meager 
salary, Misg Smith herself paid for such 
help as was actually indispensable for the 
successful operation of her department. 

Time and again the chairman of the 
school board begged and entreated the 
finance committee of council to sustain the 
board in its request for funds so urgently 
needed in Miss Smith’s department, but the 
antedeluvians prevailed, and Miss Smith was 
at last literally choked out, finally tendering 
her resignation and accepting an offer from 
the American Red Cross society to under- 
take the educational reorganization work in 
behalf of the children in the devastated re- 
gions of France. 

Here is a woman of great tact and pecu- 
liar ability as a teacher and department ex- 
ecutive, who was selected from among all 
of the primary department specialists in 
America to come to do a much needed 
service. 

And now Atlanta gives her up solely be- 
cause of the miserly, miserable, parsimo- 
nious financial policy under which the city 
is being run—a policy that let her go on, 
paying out each month a portion of her own

As plans for the physical demonstration 
that is to be given by the Y. W. C. A. at 
‘the Auditorium-Armory Friday night, April 
19, are announced, the interest increases in 
knowing the personne! of the different phys- 
ical educators and the work of the different 
organizations which.they represent. 


Under the leadership of Miss Katisue 
Moore, physical director, the physical depart- 
ment has reached in 1918 a perfection plus 
in the number of 400 women, girls and chil- 
dren.enrolled, most of whom will take part 
in the big municipal physical demonstration. 
On the big night the Y. W. C. A. part in the 
program will be an aesthetic dance, a folk 
dance, and lastly an Indian club drill. The 
aesthetic dance is “Fashion's Caprice,” the 
costumes of the thirty girls taking part to be 
of white tarleton, with their dainty white 
satin toe slippers.

The second dance will be “We Won't Be 
Home Till Morning,” an old English folk 
dance, by Cecil Sharpe.

Miss Moore’s Good Work. 

Miss Moore, and her assistant, Miss Helen 
Leedham, had their training in the Chicago 
Normal School of Physical Education. Until 
this year Miss Moore has had entire charge 
of the Atlanta Y. W. C. A. gymnastic depart- 
ment, but the work has grown to such pro- 
portions that Miss Leedham was recently 
called from Towa to Atlanta to serve as Mise 
Moore's assistant. 

Miss Moore, according to Y. W. C. A. ex- 
perts, has exemplified the value of giving to 
each class the training that answers the needs 
and requirements of the class. As an illus- 
tration, business girls and women do not 
take the same class work that Miss Moore 
gives the High school girls or the leisure- 
girls. The NHttle girls from 6 to 10 years 
play their games with a purpose, following 
a training schedule that is outlined and fol- 
lowed by their instructors up to the girl's 
physical perfection in womanhood.

Washington, April 8.— (Special.) — The 
farmers of Georgia applied for approximate- 
ly 21,600 tons of nitrate. 

The department has experienced great 
difficulty in obtaining vessels to transport 
to this country the nitrate which it has al- 
ready purchased in Chile, and a little less 
than 20,000 tons have actually been delivered 
at the ports up to this time. This quantity 
is not sufficient to supply all the nitrate 
needed for immediate use, but the depast- 
ment has planned to distribute it as fairly as 
possible in the territory having immediate 
need for it and so situated as to be econom- 
ically reached from the ports at which the 
nitrate has arrived—Savannah, Charleston 
and Wilmington. There is a small quantity 
available at Savannah for immediate distri- 
bution to the farmers of Georgia, and, in 
order to expedite its shipment, the depart- 
ment in designating, in counties that have 
applied for as much as a carload, a specia! 
distributor, to whom a proportionate share 
of nitrate for the county is being shipped. 
This distributor will make shipment to the 
farmers with reference to their immediate 
needs. 

The department ts taking every possibic 
step to secure the delivery of the remainder 
of the quantity contracted for as fast as pos- 
sible and will distribute it as quickly as 
becomes available. 

The farmers of Georgia have been gaved 
by this legislation, providing for the furnish- 
ing of nitrate the government, a round 

ytal of three-quarters of a million dollar:! 
The price to the farmer has been $75.50 a 
ton, plus the freight from Savannah. Tne 
present market price of nitrate is $110 a ton 
Figure it out for yourself,

THE LONG LEAN LAD LEADS A LUGLUBIHI- 
OUS LIFE. 

Doctors whose knowledge of dietetics and 
nutrition extends beyond” differentiating 
what is supposed to be “digestible” from “in- 
digestible” articles in the diet, base an esti- 
mate of an individual’s food requirements 
on two things. First, the “basal metabol- 
ism,” which means the heat energy required 
to maintain the beating of the heart, the 
movements of respiration, the normal body 
temperature’: and the various constant in- 
voluntary functions of the body; and second, 
the heat energy required to do the work the 
individual has to do A man who eweighs 
156 pounds requires about 70 calories per 
hour fo maintain his basal metabolism. A 
calorie the amount of heat you would 
have to apply to one liter of water at 6 
degree to raise the temperature of the water 
to 1 degree Centigrade, no matter whether 
the heat come from coal, wood, starch, sugar, 
oil or fat, or protein. The man at completes 
rest in bed would require 70 calories per hour 
to keep his heart beating, his respiration 
working, his temperature normal (98.5 de- 
grees Fahrenheit) and his constant involun- 
tary functions going. If he received no 
food, his body fat would be utilized to fur- 
nish the necessary calories, and he would 
steadily emaciate. If he received too little 
food, he would still lose some weight every 
day. If he received too much food he might 
gain in weight, provided he remained at reat. 
But as soon as he begins to take any exer- 
cise or doany work, his metabolism increases 
in proportion, and in order to keep in normal 
health and nutrition he must have much 
more food than he needed while he was do- 
ing no work. His caloric requirement jumps 
from 70 per hour (1680 per day) to from 
100 to 180 or more calories per hour (2400 to 
4320 calories per day). 

Half a glassful of fresh milk (3 ounces, 
or 100 grams) yields about 70 calories. There. 
fore, four and one-half pints of milk per 
day would maintain the average man’s basal 
metabolism provided all the nutriment in the 
milk were absorbed. 

But in boys the basal metabolism is great- 
er than in grown men of the same height 
and weight. As much as 25 per cent greater 
in many instance. Therefore, the long, lean, 
rapidly-growing, or overgrown boy must 
eat like a horse—the extraordinary energy 
is demanded to compensate for that devoted 
to growth. He must eat rings around his 
father and the hired men. Especially 
this true if the boy is active physically or 
doing any work. Let mother and the girls 
be patient with him. A rapidly growing 
boy is not normal unless he has a large 
appetite. It is a practical fact that the food 


requirement of a boy over 12 years of age 
is about the same as that of a grown man. 


And if the boy is exceptionally tall for his 
age he requires more food than a man. The 
same ratio exiets between the food require- 
ment of the growing girl and that of her 
mother. s

That Atlantans are alert to the Pots- 
dam propaganda, espionage and gen- 


eral German frightfulness is daily made 


apparent by the number of reports that 
are received by secret service men, 
deputy marshals and other federal of- 
ficials in the postoffice building. 
Ifispector Bailey, of the Federal Bu- 


reau of Investigation for the depart-. 


ment of justice, has been called upon 
almost daily during the past two weeks 
to investigate reports of ground glass 
being found in foodstuffs. Each of 
these cases has been carefully investi- 
gated, but in almost every instance 
the presence of the glass was account- 
ed for satisfactorily. 

Several excited persons have taken 
glasses of jelly to the secret service 


men, but in every instance of this | 
kind, except one, it was shown with the: 


aid of a magnifying glass that the 
glass had found its way into the jelly 
when ‘the metal top of the jelly jar 
had been fastened on. In the excep- 
tional case, a hundred cases of jeliy 
consigned to a camp were held up be- 
cause what appeared to be fragments 
of glass could be seen when the jars 
containing grape jelly were held to 
the light. 

A sample of the jelly was sent hur- 
riedly to a government chemist for 
analysis. He put the jelly through a 
mesh that held back the fragments. 
These, he found, readily dissolved in 
warm water and further tests proved 
them to be nothing more dangerous 
than sugar crystals. Incidentally, his 
test proved that the jelly was pure 
and his report so stated. The jelly 
manufacturer has been offering a big 
some of money for this report which 
he wants to use in his newspaper ad- 
vertising, as he feels that the govern- 
ment’s statement that his product is 
pure would be the best kind of testi- 
monial he could have. 

During the last ten days at least a 
hundred people uave sent messages to 
the bureau of investigation and secret 
service offices telling them of the erec- 


tion of a “mysterious” wireless appar-, 


atus in the very heart of the city, right 
under the noses of the police. he 
first of these reports sent a couple of 
secret service men to the site of the 
wireless in a hurry. Sure enough, 
they found a complete wireless outfit. 
of standard government pattern, but 
they also learned that it had been put 
there by the United States signal corps 
as a test station. 

Government officials rather welcome 
these reports of alleged Hun activities 
and no matter how wild or far-fetched 
the rumor seems to be they make care- 
ful investigation of it, as they feel it 
is better to sage tenn A investigate a 
hundred cases thoroughly and find no 
cause for alarm than to miss a single 
opportunity of catching one Hun at 
some act of frightfulness.

STATEMENT 


COAL 22328te 
| TO THE PUBLIC 


The public too well remembers the condition that existed during the past winter and to pre- 
vent a repetition of these conditions, the Fuel Administration has deemed it necessary to pro- 
mulgate regulations governing the distribution of coal for ‘the coming year. These regulations 
have been promulgated with the idea of seeing that each and every person is supplied with their 
necessary requirements and to prevent hoarding; or, in other words, to secure the widest possi- 
ble distribution of all coal that is produced. | 


Regulations governing the distribution are as follows: 


(a) Until further notice no domestic consumer of coal or coke shall purchase, receive, or 
otherwise take possession of more coal or coke than is required for his actual and neces- 
sary requirements prior to March 31, 1919. If such consumer already has a quantity on hand, 


he shall receive only such additional amount as shall make up his actual and necessary require- 
ments prior to.that date. 3 


(b) No person, firm, association or corporation, whether acting alone or in conjunction with 

others, shall directly or indirectly, provide any domestic consumer of coal or coke with 
more coal or coke before March 31, 1919, than is necessary, with the amount already on hand, 
to meet the actual and necessary requirements of such consumer prior to that date. 


(c)} On and after April 1, 1918, no person, firm, association or corporation shall sell or de- 

liver coal to a domestic consumer who does not first furnish to the person selling or de- 
livering such coal, a statement which the consumer declares in writing to be true, and which spe- 
cifies (1) the amount of coal the consumer has on hand, (2) the amount of coal he has on or- 
der and the name of the person from whom ordered, (3) the amount of coal used by him in the 
twelve months ending, March 31, 1918, and (4) the amount of coal needed to meet his actual 
and necessary requirements prior to March 31, 1919; provided, however, that this regulation may 
be modified by any State Fuel Administrator within his own State under such circumstances and 
conditions as he may deem proper. 


(d) On and after April 1, 1918, and until further notice, no retail dealer shall, unless au- 

thorized by the State Fuel Administrator, deliver or cause to be delivered to any domestic 
consumer more than two-thirds of his normal annual requirements of anthracite coal until each 
domestic consumer who has placed his order with said dealer and is willing to receive delivery of 
the same has received two-thirds of his normal annual requirements for the year ending March 
31, 1919; provided, however, that orders of six tons or less may be filled in full. 


(e)* Carload or barge load lots shall not be delivered to a single domestic consumer or to a 
group of consumers, except with the permission of the local Fuel Administrator. 


In order that the Local Fuel AdminiStration may have as complete control of the distribution 
as possible, there has been established in the Peachtree Arcade a central office for the compil- 
ing of the records necessary under these regulations. However, as a matter of convenience to 
the public, the dealers have been furnished with a supply of the certificate forms and may 
accept consumers’ certificates at their offices or yards, and then have their representative 
place the same with the Fuel Bureau, instead of it being néfessary for you to come direct to 
the Bureau if that is not convenient. However, their object in having the central office is 
to have one full and complete record so that any complant or information can be handled 


without delay. 


As coal cannot now be purchased from the mines on the same terms as in the past, to- 
gether with the increase in the cost of labor, feed, wagons and harness, and all items entering 
into the expense of delivery, the dealers are forced to place the business on a cash basis. To 
do business on the old basis of solicitation and carrying accounts, without question would 
entitle them to an increase in margin; therefore, an increase in the price to the consumer. Un- 
der the present conditions we believe that it is the duty of every line of business to name a 
price just as low as they can and to do that, it is necessary that the operation of’the business be 
on a minimum expense basis. Cash is the only basis on which each and every consumer is on 
an equal basis. }

New York, April 8—An early ad- 
vance was followed by heavy general 
selling and a violent break in the cot- 
ton market here today. July contracts 
sold off from 33.67 to 32.69, or nearly 
$5 per bale, and 73 points under the 
final price Saturday. That delivery 
closed ate32.82, with the general list 
closing irregular at a net decline of 
50 to 69 points. 

The market opened firm at an ad- 


vance of 9 to zl points on a continua- 
tion of the buying movement, which 
had been in progress at the close Sat- 
urday. In addition to covering, there 
was demand from domestic and foreign 
trade sources which sent the active 
months 24 to $30 points net higher be- 
fore the end of the first hour, with 
May selling at 34.42 and October at 
32.27. Liverpool was a particularly 
prominent buyer of both July and new 
crop deliveries, evidently on arbitrage 
orders, after the close abroad the de- 
mand from that source was withdrawn. 

This rendered the market more sen- 
sitive to offerings, and liquidation be- 
came more active and urgent as prices 
worked lower. Brokers who had been 
credited with, buying large lines of cot- 
ton for Wall street and western inter- 
ests during the middle of last week 
were among the heaviest sellers on the 
break, which carried May off to 33.46 
and October to 31.25, with the general 
list showing a net loss of about 62 to 
points, and a decline of approxi- 
mately a cent per pound from the early 
high level.

Huge Increase in Winter 
Wheat Production Fore- 
casts Ample Supply for 
This. Country and Allies 
Next Year. 


Washington, April 8.—Forecast by 
the department of agriculture today 
of a winter wheat crop of 560,000,000 
bushels this year brought optimism to 
the food administration, and the pre- 
diction was unofficially made that if 
the spring wheat crop maintained the 
same ratio the next harvest will fur- 
nish sufficient wheat to take care of 
the needs of this country and the allies 
next year. Ss 

Today's forecast RS an in- 
crease of 142,000,000 bushels of winter 
wheat over last_year’s winter crop, 
which was 418,000,000 bushels. Assum- 
ing the spring wheat crop will yield the 
same ratio of increase, there will be 
a total crop of 850,000,000, or an in- 
crease of about 200,000,000 bushels over 
last year when the entire crop was 
estimated at 651,000,000.

In addition, there is an increase of 
26,000,000 bushels in the prospective 
rye crop or a total prospective increase 
over last year of about 225,000,000 
bushels of bread grains. 

Winter wheat, sown on 42,170,000 
acres, the largest area ever planted, 
entered the winter with the lowest con- 
dition of record on December 1. In its 
December forecast the department of 
agriculture estimated the crop would 
be about 640,000,000 bushels. The gov- 
ernment had aimed to have a crop of 
672,000,000 bushels of winter wheat 
and relied upon farmers to plant enough 
spring wheat to bring the country’s 
wheat production this year to more 
than 1,000,000,000 bushels. 


Geod Weather Conditions. 

Weather conditions through the win- 
ter have not been adverse to the win- 
ter grain crops and early reports in- 
dicated that the winter wheat and rye 
crops had begun the spring in better 
condition than had been expected. It 
was felt from these indications that 
the production forecasts today would 
be larger than those estimated as a 
result of the December conditions. 

Rye acreage last autumn showed a 
36 per cent increase over the previous 
year, with 6,119,000 acres planted. The 
condition of the crop on December 1 
was 84.1 per cent of a normal and 
the forecast of production made at 
that time was 85,000,000 bushels.

New York, April 8.—7(Special.)—Today’s 
market at times witnessed sensational fluc- 
tuations. Heavy selling, rumored to be for 
western interests, found a market with lit- 
tle resistance and a decline of 103 points oc- 
curred from the day’s high level to the low 
point.

LIGHTING QUALITY 
STANDARD FOR GAS 
NEEDED, SAYS POOLE 


That there should be a standard for 
the illuminating qualities of gas fur- 
nished to Atlanta consumers, as well as 
a standard for the heating qualities, Ys 
the contention of Cecil P. Poole, city 
mechanical engineer, who has written 
the following letter to the state rail- 
road commission: 


“There are hundreds of houses in this city 
which are not wired for electricity, and 
which the owners do not feel justified in so 
wiring, on account of the moderate rentals 
yielded by the property. In these cases the 
tenants must, of necessity, use gas for 
illumination. A large proportion of these 
tenants do not feel able to purchase and 
maintain Welsbach gas mantels; consequent- 
ly, their sole reliance is the open, flat flame 
gas jet. Unless a candlepower standard is 
established, it is not reasonable to suppose 
that, under the existing conditions at least, 
the gas will always be enriched sufficiently 
to make these jets serviceable. 

“That the maintenance of the required 
heat value does not insure the delivery of a 
serviceable degree of illuminating quality 
is amply illustrated by the records of gas 
quality taken in the immediate past. There 
have been numerous instances when the 
heat value was in the neighborhood of 560 
B. t. u. and the candlepower was below 19, 
although the usual figures are better than 
that. 

“While it is true that the candlepower

standard has been abandoned by several 
northern states and cities, it is also true 
ithat conditions in those localities are differ- 
ent from those existing in this etate. It is 
almost uniformly true that residents of 
northern communities are more prosperous 
and better able to use electnicity or Welsbach 
mantel than residents of this section oon- 
} stituting corresponding classes. Moreover 
there is a very respectable portion of the 
northern states and cities where the candle-« 
power standard has not been abandoned. 

‘‘However, I do not contend that the can- 
dlepower standard is nearly so good a orite~ 
rion as the heat value standard; I merely 
urge that, in view of the conditions exist- 
ing in this city, and the fact that the main- 
tenance, of a suitable heat value does not 
necessarily insure the delivery of a satis- 
factory illuminating quality, a moderate can- 
dlepower standard should be established, im 
addition to the heat value standard. 

“T feel that, even under present condi- 
tions, it is practicable for the gas company 
to deliver an average of 14 candlepewen 
with a minimum of 12; but in order te 
avoid even the possibility of hardship, I reo- 
ommend that the candlepower standard be 
fixed at 13 for the average figure and li 
for the minimum.”
